THE WORLD NEEDS WORKERS 


Some time ago there were men needed at the Willys- 


Overland plant for moving purposes, and fifty cents per 
hour was being paid. A young man, who had no work, 
went over there not knowing the 'amount of wages offer- 
ed. He returned to town soon after and was asked why 
he did not work. He said that he would not work for 
less than a dollar an hour. 


It is probable this young man's experience of 


working was limited to a war time ."job. He was not 
ruined exactly by the wages paid, but he was seriously 
injured. The other day another case came to our at- 
tention. Because of lack of work certain families had 
been receiving help from the townslrp. through credits 
allowed at groceries and other places. But lately when 
work has opened up the men have refused to do the 
work because they did not like the vages.
